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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 22-31 are under consideration in this application. 

Claims 32-35 are held withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to nonelected subject 
matter 37 CFR 1.142(b). 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 32-35 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Applicants now for the first time 
present method claims that were not originally present. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 32-35 withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The requirement is still deemed sound and proper and is therefore made FINAL for the 
reasons clearly set forth in the previous Office action. 

Applicants are essentially claiming billions of compounds and they expect that the 
examiner can search all the inventions. Applicants incorrectly assert that they have limited the 
invention to the elected subject matter. The claims have not been significantly narrowed. The 
claims cannot be searched in the limited time given for examination. The variables x, y, Z etc. 
are not known chemical elements, Le, carbon, etc. 

Again this application has been examined to the extent readable on the elected 
compounds wherein Y is phenyl optionally substituted by nonheterocyclic containing groups, A 
is pyridine optionally substituted by a phenyl, R 1 , R 2 N form a pyrrolidine, W is a single bond 
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and X is -0(Ci-C6)alkyl, exclusively. The examiner has no idea of where the other recited 
variables are even attached to the formula. None appear on the elected compound. All additional 
heterocycles pertain to nonelected subject matter. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. AH claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations 
of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior 
to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the 
rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an 
otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be 
maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable 
product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821 .04(b). 
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Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, 
applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution to require the 
limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to 
rejoinder. Applicants are reminded of propriety of process of use claims in consideration of 
the "reach-through" format, which is drawn to mechanistic, receptor binding or enzymatic 
functionality. Reach through claims are considered lacking of descriptive and enabling support 
from the specification. Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 
35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner 
before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 

to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 

invention. 

Again, the expression "at least one" in claim 3 1 is indefinite since it suggests the inclusion 
of other active ingredients. It is suggested that it be changed to one or more. 

The claims measure the invention. United Carbon Co. v, Binnev & Smith ., 55 USPQ 381 
at 384, col. 1, end of 1 st paragraph, Supreme Court of the United States (1942). 
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The U.S. Court of Claims held to this standard in Lockheed Aircraft Corp. v. United 
States, 193 USPQ 449, "Claims measure invention and resolution of invention must be based on 
what is claimed". 

The C.C.P.A. in 1978 held "that invention is the subject matter defined by the claims 
submitted by the applicant. We have consistently held that no applicant should have limitations 
of the specification read into a claim where no express statement of the limitation is included in 
the claim": In re Priest, 199 USPQ 1 1, at 15. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

Claims 1-17 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of copending Application No. 
1 1/104,889. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claims 1-17 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-15 of copending Application No. 
11/1 04,91 5. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Applicants merely assert the copending applications were filed later. However, 
applicants have failed to put application in condition for allowance. The copending applications 
could issue before the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 22 is object to as containing nonelected subject matter. The objection may be 
overcome by limiting the claim to the subject matter indicated as being examinable, supra. A 
claim so limited would appear allowable. 

Claims 23-30 presented in independent form or made dependent on an allowable claim, 
would appear allowable, otherwise it is objected to as dependent on a nonallowed claim. 

Claim 31 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims and if rewritten directed solely to the elected 
compounds.
